The Defease Ministry announced this date that LtGeneral Adolf HEtCBLNGER's 
appointment to four-star rank has been officially confirmed. General Heusinger, 
is Chairman of the Military Leadership Council composed of the Inspectors of 
the three services, Array, Navy and Air Force, and the Chief of the Medical 
Service.
